11. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

Two years ago the Selectmen worked out a re-as- 
sessment program based upon the principle of “true 
value” — 100%. In general this meant doubling ev- 
eryone’s assessment because of a past record of 50% 
valuations. And, of course, by doubling the assess- 
ments, the tax rate was cut in half. It was cut in half 
— except for the increase voted in the current Budget. 
In a few cases, to be sure, other considerations had to 
be considered by the Board, as in every year. 


Regardless of the percentage of “full and true 
value” which a town uses, no individual tax can be 
unjust as long as the Selectmen are impartial and keep 
assessments in proportion. 


Selectmen must act as a Board in matters of 
judgment. A majority of two may dominate the Board 
and “rule” it. But a properly constituted Board does 
not work out that way. 


In our re-assessing procedure two years ago, 
Thornton had a well constituted Board: three men 
from different sections of the town, all completely inde- 
pendent, and representing three different callings that 
make up the complexion of the community. All of them 
possessed experience. Sales recorded since the re-as- 
sessment seem to have borne out our findings. But 
negative forces are at work in the Pemigewasset Val- 
ley. Valuations do not remain static. 
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Changes in our living habits affect property 
values, and shift them about. West Thornton section 
was once the most active but now it is not. Formerly 
a two story dwelling might be expected to be most val- 
uable, but today the demand is for small compact 
homes where a “do-it-yourself” program takes care of 
up-keep. Recently Summer property has been affected 
by the popular demand now, for being on a lake or 
_ pure stream. Even “transient” tourists trade along 
Route 3 seems destined for a change. 


In the final analysis these truths prevail :— 


Losing valuations will increase our taxes. Building 
up new values can reduce our taxes. Cutting taxes 
much by cutting the budget, is just piddling.

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TOWN ROADS 


SUMMER HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


This year through the work of our Representa- 
tive, Richard Bradley, and other interested parties, 
legislation was passed which allowed the town more 
State Aid for the Sandwich Notch road. This road is 
_used almost entirely by tourist and business traffic 
which we feel should be a responsibility of the state 
rather than the town. Perhaps sometime in the future 
the burden of maintenance will be placed where it be- 
longs. In the meantime we are shouldered with this 
care of a road, extreme in its beauty, necessity, and 
cost. Work on this road is all done by our agent John 
Rivers who is also responsible for the care of all other 
town roads. The following list is the cost of maintain- 
ing approximately 20 miles of town road:

The town bought 1500 gallons of tar at a cost of 
$301.18 which was used for tar patching. We hired 
the state crew to tar a short portion of Mad River 
road which cost us $281.21, and tar patch purchased 
from Campton Sand & Gravel Co. cost $44.57, a total 
of $626.96 being spent for tarring. 
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T. R. A. money was used this year to “seal” work 
previously done with T. R. A. fund's. This is the third 
coat of tar put on these projects and the final as far 
as T. R. A. is concerned. T. R. A. funds will be avail- 
able this year to repair flood damage if the town so 
wishes.

BRIDGE REPAIR 


We were fortunate to be able to obtain the ser- 
vices of the State bridge repair crew to do the work 
on the West Thornton bridge this past summer. They 
brought with them all the staging, ropes, jacks, paint, 
signs, and other tools and supplies necessary to do the 
job. All loose bolts were replaced or tightened, the 
traffic plates were replaced or tightened as necessary, 
and the supports under the bridge which were so 
badly rusted were all replaced. It has been recommend- 
ed that the town each year have the sand and other 
foreign matter which accumulates on the abutments 
and under side of the bridge removed, as its presence 
holds the salt and moisture which, of course, is the 
major cause of deterioration.

The bridge now is in good condition with the ex- 
ception of the pier in the river. There appears to be 
considerable washing away of the river bottom which 
has undermined the pier extensively. This condition, if 
left unchecked, will eventually cause the pier to settle 
and make the bridge unsafe. The bridge engineer has 
recommended the placing of large quarry rock around 
the base of the pier to stop any further damage. No 
estimate of the cost of this project has been made but 
the situation will be discussed at town meeting. 


_ FLOOD DAMAGE 


The flood of October, 1959, caused much damage 
to the Town’s roads and bridges. Some of the repair 
work has been done but the larger share remains to 
be done this summer. A large culvert, which was 
washed out on the Sandwich Notch road has been re- 
placed and most of the washouts on the roads have 
been fixed. There remains two bridges in the Gore 
which need attention. The upper bridge, built a few 
years ago to replace the old twin bridges, needs work 
done on the up river side where it has started to wash 
around the abutments. The Hartwell bridge has a bad 
wash at the base of one abutment which has under- 
mined the roadway. This appears to be a major un- 
dertaking requiring extension of the existing abut- 
ment to keep the current away from the river bank. 
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The cost of repairing the flood damage must be 
stood by the Town up to an amount equal to 14 of 1% 
of the assessed valuation, in the case of Thornton 
amounting to $2,372.35. After this amount is expend- 
ed, the balance of the work may be done with TRA 
funds. The amount of $1,410.48 has already been ex- 
pended as follows:

In less 
than a week this was gone and we got another 200 
yards which was all used up by Spring.

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STATEMENT 


From the Retiring Chairman — Selectmen 


I was elected to the Board in 1945 — when the 
Town was in somewhat of a predicament, having lost 
two of its Selectmen in a single year. One of the men 
had kept the Town Records in his own way for twenty- 
four years. 


The period behind us since then, has taken us 
from “town records kept at home” to a well organized 
headquarters in a town office — from a reputation for 
putting out one of the poorest town reports, to putting 
out one of the best — from a period when most fam- 
ilies were still homesteading the old farm, to a period 
in which most people drive to a ‘“‘job” in industry — 
from three road districts with shovels and hoes, to a 
single Agent with some machinery — from three Dis- 
trict Schools with water pails and “out buildings” to 
a consolidated school with modern facilities — from 
scholars who walked to school and brought their lunch, 
to scholars who ride and have their lunch cooked for 
them. 


The period ahead of us now, presents the problem 
of living in a modern way — within our means. Thorn- 
ton is not very naturally a place for industrial expan- 
sion to take place. But it has other natural assets 
which, when developed, are capable of relieving the 
tax load considerably. The possibilities are within 
sight, and the opportunity for the Selectmen to show 
leadership continues to be an exciting one.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


TO THE THORNTON SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Su- 
perintendent of Schools. 


Since my last report it is my feeling that your 
school has been run efficiently and well. Upon the resig- 
nation of Mrs. Thompson in June, Mrs. Virginia Dear- 
- born, a graduate of Plymouth Teachers College and a 
resident of Campton, was employed to teach Grades I 
and II. I am highly satisfied with her work and think 
she is doing a fine job. 


I am sure you are aware that if your enrollment 
continues to grow, before too long some provision must 
be made for another room and another teacher. As I 
see the problem there are two alternatives. One would 
be the construction of another classroom attached to 
the building or using part of the present auditorium 
for a classroom. I would hate to see the auditorium 
used for this purpose but it would be the cheaper of the 
two methods. Mrs. Benton now has 87 in her room 
with a possibility that next year there will be over 40; 
which is too many for a teacher to have under any con- 
ditions and far too many where a multiple grade room 
is concerned. If this trend should continue any length 
of time, and it looks as if it would, I think there is no 
question from an educational point of view that some 
children will suffer. 


It is very gratifying to see how well the school 
lunch program is progressing. From the number of 
children who eat lunch each day, I am sure that the 
program meets with the approval of most of the dis- 
trict. 


The Thornton School is now better equipped with 
modern up-to-date textbooks than at any time since I 
have been here. With the adoption of the new spelling 
series this year, we have new books for each area and 
outside of replacements for increased enrollments and 
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work books we use regularly, there is not too much to 
be done. About the only needs we have other than 
in the above-mentioned areas are more reference ma- 
terials and supplementary readers. 


The record system we keep on each individual 
child is maintained in folders throughout eight years 
of grade school. These folders are passed on to the 
Principal of the high school where the child attends. 
This information including test results, along with pu- 
pil and parental ideas, is used for high school course 
placement. 


I am recommending to the school board that be- 
ginning next year we start an organized plan for build- 
ing up-keep. At this point there is no great need, but 
to continue for many more years without doing some- 
thing will eventually lead to a large maintenance bill 
at some future date which you might not be able to 
afford all at once. 


Thank you for your cooperation throughout the 
past year. If there is any way I can serve you on mat- 
ters concerning education, either individually or col- 
lectively, please feel free to contact me.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school district 
in the union.” 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The Su- 
perintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1958-59 received a salary of $7,000 which was made 
up as follows: $3,500 paid from the per capita tax and 
$3,500 prorated among the several school districts. Al- 
lowance of $1100 for travel within the union was also 
prorated as stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM IN THORNTON 


Much emphasis has been put on improving tone 
quality in singing during the past year. Students have 
learned more about notes and note values and tend to 
be more accurate in singing. Rhythmic activities have 
included use of rhythm instruments; basic movements 
- such as marching, skipping, sliding and galloping; sing- 
ing games; folk dances, and square dances. Listening 
has been limited, but much improvement has been 
shown in discussion of music and musicians.
